Garden Cold Frame Can 
Be Used Year Around 


Every Victory gardener needs a 
cold frame. In every month of the 
year there is important service it, 
can render. 
In the spring it is a 
nursery for young plants; under its 
protection vegetables and flowers 
can be started weeks earlier than 
they could be sown outdoors; and 
guarded from belated frosts until 
time to set thenvin the garden. 
To make a cold frame is so easy, 
any one who can wield a saw and 
hammer can do it. 
It is usually 
made 3 by 6 feet, or some multiple 
of this, for the reason that standard 
hot-bed sa: h are of these dimen­ 
sions. 
Tins standard sash m ay be 
used for both hot-beds and cold 
frames, which are alike except that 
the cold frame is unheated. But a 
cold fram e (or a hot-bed either) m ay 
be any size you wish, to fit old 
windows, or frames covered with 
one of the modi rn glass substituti s. 
These glass substitutes are worth 
considering. 
They do not break, 
«>:d Hie breakage of glass i n windy 
localities is sometimes considera­ 
ble. 
They are much lighter than 
glass, a m erit Which wo men appre­ 
ciate. 
They do rot let in as much 
light as glass, but for growing seed­ 
lings they let in enough. 
The substitutes m ost commonly 
used consist either of wire screens 
covered with m aterial resembling 
celluloid, or fabrics treated with 
wax to m ake them waterproof, and 
let more light through. 
In 
makiifg 
a 
cold-frame, 
the 
frame should be constructed of 1- 
inch boards, of cypress, white pine 
or some wood which resists rot. 
First, dig a hole in the ground 
slightly larger than the size of the 
frame. It should be at least a foot

first w arm days arrive you arc 
ready for serious gardening.
